QUICK ACTION 


HAT chastening effect prophesied in THE BLOOD-HORSE last 
week has, thus early, made its appearance in the Ameri- 

can Turf Association. The approximately 86,000 shares of 
stock, upon the voting of which appeared to depend control 
of the company, was bought out of the hands of A. M. Ander- 
son, Receiver for the defunct National Bank of Kentucky, by 
the Winn group for the company’s account and was thereby 
retired from voting. 

This transaction was on the basis of $8 per share, one-half 
cash and the remainder, one-fourth, at the end of 1933 and, 
one-fourth, at the end of 1934. Thus it serves in the nature 
of a dividend to stockholders of the A. T. A. and affords a 
distribution amounting to about 3 per cent to creditors of the 
bank. And so, too, some good will appears to have thus been 
regained. 


Then the Winn group and the Stone group had meetings 
in Louisville whereat the pipe of peace was lighted and 
smoked. Agreements were made for broadening the board 
of directors; dividing membership on the executive committee, 
and changing policies to conform more nearly to the wishes 
of minority stockholders as regards information about com- 
pany operation. 

We understand that stockholders are to have financial 
reports; that playing of politics is to be discontinued; that 
unnecessary persons are not to be employed; that the larger 
salaries are to be decreased; that the public and the horsemen 
are to have better consideration in all respects, and that an 
effort is to be made to better please those who pay. 


An account of the stockholders’ meeting at Chicago is to 
be found on page 428 of this issue. 


SINCE that scrap was started by stockholders for control 
of the American Turf Association, alertness on the part of 
many identified with the Turf in Kentucky to improve the 
situation in this State has been evident. The Thoroughbred 
Club of America, headed by Thomas Piatt, master of Brook- 
dale Farm, Lexington, is making its gesture this. week by 
entertaining the heads of the racing organizations with a 
luncheon at the Kentucky Association course on Saturday, 
which date marks the inauguration of the spring season of 
sport East of the Rocky Mountains. There will be better 
understanding and better co-operation after this luncheon 
meeting. 


BREEDERS of Thoroughbred horses, likewise owners, 
trainers and jockeys, appear to be happier than they were a 
fortnight ago. Legislatures have broadened the field for racing 
and thereby have increased occupation for horses, which 
means a better market for the breeders. We are almost 
tempted to say: “We told you so.” 


ABOUT William M. Brennan’s suggestion that Man o’ War 
be sent to Chicago as the central figure in a display of Thor- 
oughbred horses at the World’s Fair; nothing doing. We 
talked the matter over with Mr. Riddle last week. He wouldn’t 
take the risk of sending the super-horse there for a fortune. 
Man o’ War stays at Faraway Farm.

ODDS AND ENDS

F the numerous riding finds developed during 
the past year, Coucci and Bellizzi now ap- 
pear to be the sort most likely to succeed. Gil- 
bert and Hanford may almost be said to have 
“arrived.” Lee Humphries, the Mexican sensa- 
tion now suffering from a fall at Agua Caliente, 
rolled up a very impressive number and per- 
centage of victories during the winter and also 
looked on paper a very clever pilot. But horse- 
men either discount his ability or place an ex- 
ceedingly high value on the allowance, for no 
sooner had the lad lost his bug than difficulty 
was reported encountered securing mounts for 
him. Coucci and Bellizzi are versatile. And a 
boy really must be versatile to star in the saddle. 
He must be at home astride all manner of per- 
formers at all distances. Too many present day 
riders know only one thing about race-riding, to 
stand a horse on his head from the rise of the 
barrier. They risk the lives and limbs of them- 
selves and other jockeys and of their own and 
other riders’ mounts. And they too severely sap 
the strength of their horses. Many of the promis- 
ing youngsters of these days could prove good 
race-riders under a proper racing system as to 
the weight scale and apprentice allowance. But 
most of them have literally whipped themselves 
out of racing before the time it would take for 
them to have acquired the experience necessary 
to good horsemanship. 
HE Pacific Coast Breeders’ Association meet- 
ing at Tanforan was given publicity and 
space it could not ordinarily have purchased for 
thousands during the present week, simply be- 
cause it happened to be the lone track in opera- 
tion from April 3 to 7 inclusively. With the re- 
duction of preferred options from $2.50 to $2, 
and the permission to the public to bet straight, 
place and show, the Tanforan wagering is being 
conducted along lines no different from the 
mutuels in the players’ viewpoint.

HE most recent editions of the Shaw and 

Kearney future books about the Kentucky 
Derby reveal that the Laffoon-Yeiser pair, Shep- 
herd Boy and Flying Cadet, neither of which was 
unplaced last season, have numerous friends. 
Flying Cadet and Shepherd Boy opened at 100 
and 60 respectively in Kearney’s book and now 
are 40-1 each. Shaw cut Shepherd Boy from 
100 to 40 and Flying Cadet from 60 to 40. Ladys- 
man, the favorite, which opened at 8-1 in 
Kearney’s book, has been boosted to 10, the sa 
odds as laid against his chances by Shaw. And 
Kearney likes Ladysman. Red Whisk was 
slashed from 100 to 40 in Kearney’s line and from 
100 to 80 in Shaw’s. The latter did not quote 
Charley O., in his opening line, but in his last 
lays him 25, 15 and 6, five points higher than 
Kearney, who opened the Eastman estate colt 
at 100-1. Sarada, Repaid, Kerry Patch and Pro- 
jectile have all been in receipt of some play.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By H. S. FINNEY 


PIONEER POINT FARM. 


HE stud department at Pioneer Point, the 

Maryland farm of Mr. and Mrs. John J. 
Raskob, occupies about 200 acres on one side of 
their huge estate of about 3,500 acres. The land 
is level and is typical of Maryland’s Eastern 
Shore and looks as though it would grow any- 
thing. 

Nine broodmares, a 2-year-old and five year- 
lings comprise the horse population. The mares 
include that grand producer and beautiful indi- 
vidual, Forever, by Ballot out of Hazel Burke, 
by *Sempronius. This mare is the dam of two 
good horses in Vito and Prince of Bourbon and 
is a half-sister to Eternal. Lady Toney, For- 
ever’s daughter by Black Toney bears the latter’s 
indelible stamp of quality and appealed to me 
greatly. Another great producing matron is the 
rugged chestnut *Palestra, by *Prince Palatine 
out of Adana, by *Adam out of Domino’s sister 
Mannie Himyar. *Palestra, a winner herself, has 
produced five winners. 


Ebony Belle, by Dick Finnell, is a mare with 
lots of quality. Poliblue, by *Politian, is a lengthy 
daughter of Persian Blue, tracing to immortal 
Maggie B. B. MHoofer, another daughter of 
*Politian, is out of Carpet Sweeper, by Sweep, 
and in type may easily be recognized as one of 
the latter’s tribe. Rosequartz, by Trap Rock, is 
a big, robust mare and is out of Royal Primrose, 
by Celt. With the exception of Forever and 
*Palestra, these are all young mares, none more 
than six years old. Forever, *Palestra and Lady 
Toney will shortly cross the Chesapeake Bay to 
visit the court of *Sir Greysteel, all three being 
suited to him on blood lines and conformation. 
The other mares are to be rested this season, a 
wise policy and a sure way to cut down the 
present over-production of Thoroughbreds. 


Turning now to the young stock, the one 2- 
year-old is a well grown and well developed 
daughter of *Sir Gallahad III and Forever. This 
filly was retained for the breeding paddock when 
the other yearlings were sold at Saratoga last 
August. 


Of the yearlings, the best appears to be the 
true-moving, good-boned filly by that extremely 
fast horse Stimulus and out of *Palestra. Gauzy 
Lady has a chunky bay colt by *Wrack and 
three of Petee-Wrack’s first get complete the 
crop. These are out of Rosequartz, Betti Bout 
and Ebony Belle and are a well matched trio, 
all being good sized bays. Rosequartz has a filly 
and the other two are colts. I have seen about 
half a dozen by Petee-Wrack and if their appear- 
ance is anything to go by, I must believe that 
he is one son of *Wrack which is destined to 
succeed in the stud. 


MAROONED HAS HORNS. 


Marooned, 3-year-old bay gelding, by Whisk- 
along—-Hazel Spears, in the Le Mar Stock Farm 
Stable, which Harry S. Hart is training at the 
Kentucky Association course, Lexington, is an- 
Other of the relatively few horses known to grow 
horns. Marooned has them pronouncedly, but not 
conspicuously. 


RIDDLE STOCK TO BE SOLD 


AMUEL D. RIDDLE, while at his Faraway 

Farm, Lexington, last week, announced that, 
in order to reduce his Thoroughbred holdings to 
fit the acreage at Faraway, he has decided to 
sell 14 yearlings and 10 mares this year. The 
yearlings, he informed THE BLOOD-HORSE, have 
been sold under contract to Col. Phil T. Chinn 
with the understanding that they are to be 
offered at public auction at Saratoga next 
August on Colonel Chinn’s usual night of selling 
in the Fasig-Tipton Company arena. The mares 
are to be disposed of by private treaty. 

It is Mr. Riddle’s plan to keep the number of 
mares at his Kentucky farm down to approxi- 
mately 30 or 35. Recently he let the United 
States Remount Service have 10 mares, to be 
delivered next fall at weaning time. Their foals 
of 1933 will be retained and the mares are being 
bred this year to the Faraway stallions, of which 
there are six, Man o’ War, American Flag, 
Crusader, Mars, *Golden Broom and Big Blaze. 
Besides these 10 and the 10 mares booked for 
private sale, there are 32 mares at the farm. 
The mares to be sold are Black Carse, Boosting, 
Canteen, Center Stone, Fine Gold, Gilded Easel, 
Maid at Arms, Problematical, Thirty Knots and 
Vespers.

Mr. Riddle expressed himself as highly pleased 
with the appearance of the horses at: Faraway 
Farm. He was especially delighted with the con- 
dition of the stallions, of which there are six in 
service: Man o’ War, Crusader, Mars, American 
Flag (sons of Man o’ War), *Golden Broom and 
Big Blaze. These horses are daily ridden eight 
miles each by two grooms, and they reflect the 
benefit they get from the exercise. They are 
alert and interested in their surroundings and 
evidence vigor which is expected to be seen in 
stallions. 

Mr. Riddle departed for home on Thursday 
night, via Raleigh, N. C., where he joined Mrs. 
Riddle on her way home from Palm Beach, Fla. 
They will be at Glen Riddle, Pa., until the racing 
season opens in Maryland. They will make a 
trip to Kentucky in May, or perhaps defer it until 
late summer or autumn.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


FAMILIES: HOW THEY RANK IN AMERICAN RACING TODAY 


By J. A. ESTES 


ISITORS to the “kitchens” at the Kentucky 

Association race track—especially the one 
which overlooks the downhill curve into the 
backstretch—are familiar with the conversa- 
tional relay races which sometimes transpire in 
those quarters. The verbal sport engaged in here 
is open not only to the contemporaries of 
Hickory Jim, but also to any youth who has so 
little discretion as to enter the competition and 
a voice loud enough to be heard; and is quite as 
thrilling, on occasion, as the sport which takes 
place on the race track itself. The game is 
played in this manner. Some untaught or very 
reckless person introduces an idea which he con- 
siders one of the brightest of his brain-children. 
Sometimes there is an instantaneous and general 
explosion which blows the poor idea _ into 
smithereens. This, however, is not the ordinary 
procedure, as it gets the propounder of the idea 
out of his misery too quickly. Slow torture is 
better. Nine times out of 10, one of the old 
warhorses of the conversational bridgade snatches 
up the idea and trots off cross-country with it, 
bouncing its life out at every stride, and, after 
so long a time, comes back, gives it a couple of 
twirls overhead and flings it to Warhorse No. 2, 
who repeats the operation with variations. War- 
horse No. 3 gives a couple of snorts and kicks it 
on to No. 4. And so down the line and back 
again until the battered idea is tossed into the 
coal scuttle to join a thousand predecessors, and 
the unfortunate man who presented it slinks off 
like a hound dawg which thought he was among 
friends, but has been scolded out of the room. 


In a session of this interesting game, played 
one day last week, it was demonstrated in suc- 
cession that, in the making of a race horse, (1) 
its treatment and care on the farm amount to 
nothing, (2) conformation amounts to nothing, 
(3) limestone soil and blue grass amount to 
nothing, (4) training amounts to nothing, and 
(5) breeding amounts to less than nothing. 

It was during the course of the establishment 
of the fifth of the above-named five points that 
one young man, holding forth on the futility of 
pedigrees, made the following: “Now, you take 
families. They are numbered one, two, three, and 
so on, according to the number of winners of 
the English classics they have produced. Some of 
those classics are more than 150 years old, and 
the winners of those eighteenth and nineteenth 
century races are counted just as much as the 
winners of the classics that were run last year. 
It is just the same as if you tried to pick the 
strongest nation in Europe today by investigat- 
ing to find which had the largest army and navy 
in 1860. Now, if we had some figures that were 
up to date—” 

Taking advantage of the very liberal rules of 
the game, I interrupted the speaker in mid- 
sentence and explained that I had some figures 
which were up to date and which had the added 
advantage of being based on American racing 
rather than on English classics. No attention 
was paid to this statement, possibly for the 
. reason that it encompassed too small a portion 
of the general subject under discussion. Thus 
my figures, by their insignificance, escaped an- 
nihilation. 

These figures will not, I suppose, do much to- 
ward helping anyone breed a Derby winner. But 
for Thoroughbred breeders in North America 
in 1933, I claim that they are a more accurate 


indication and a more valuable guide than Bruce 
Lowe’s figures ever were. 

In February, 1928, The Thoroughbred Horse 
(later THE BLOOD-HORSE) published short tabu- 
lated pedigrees of 159 stakes winners of 1927 
in North America. Each year since then THE 
BLOOD-HORSE has published a supplement con- 
taining pedigrees of all the stakes winners of 
the year. A total of 980 horses won stakes dur- 
ing the six years 1927 to 1932 inclusive (count- 
ing each horse once, regardless of how many 
years he appeared as a stakes winner). In the 
earlier tabulations the family numbers were not 
given, but where these were missing I have sup- 
plied them. So I have been able to classify 980 
stakes winners of the last six years by families 
as follows:

Of the 980 stakes winners, 914 are from 
families carrying numbers assigned them by 
Bruce Lowe. Thirty-four different numbered 
families are represented. Against these may be 
arranged the 24 unnumbered families, of which 
23 (all but that of the mare by Sebright’s Arabi- 
an) are of “American” extraction. That is to 
say, they are Thoroughbred by grace of the 
American Stud Book, but do not trace to tap- 
roots in the General Stud Book of the Messrs. 
Weatherby in England. 

The 24 unnumbered families have produced in 
the last six years a total of 66 stakes winners, 
or 6.7 per cent of 980 stakes winners. Of these 
66, the 23 American families have produced 63, 
or 6.4 per cent of the 980. In 1932 there were 
213 stakes winners of which 14, or 6.5 per cent, 
were from American families. Thus it appears 


that we may count on about 6 or 7 per cent of 
our future stakes winners coming from Ameri- 
can families. 

Only two of the American families have played 
really important parts, as far as numbers of 
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stakes winners may be concerned, in recent years, 
namely, the family of *Janus Mare No. 1 
(through Maria West) and that of *Medley 
Mare No. 1. The former produced 20 stakes win- 
ners in the six-year period, and the latter had 
12. No other American tap-root was represented 
by more than three horses among the 980. 


If we take the families, numbered, unnumbered, 
American and all, and rearrange them according 
to their standing in the production of stakes win- 
ners during the last six years, they come out in 
the following order:

Not all the families are included in the above 
tabulation, but only those which have produced 
10 or more stakes winners in the six-year period 
under consideration. 


The precedence of the No. 4 family in this 
country is chiefly owing to the imported mare 
by Cub and to Maggie B. B. Both of these 
branches of the family have been so long estab- 
lished in racing here that they predate the ap- 
pearance in America of any of the male lines 
which are popular and successful today. Thus 
they are “American” in the same sense of the 
word as we consider Fair Play, Ben Brush and 
Domino to be “American” sire lines. 


No. 4 excels in quality as well as in quantity. 
For instance, Sun Beau and Gallant Fox, the 
two leading money-winning horses of the world, 
and Top Flight, leading money-winning mare, 
all trace to the Layton Barb mare, its tap-root. 

Families No. 2, 5, 8, 10, 13, 14, 15 are ap- 
proximately in the same position in their up- 
to-date American ranking as in Bruce Lowe's. 
Nos. 1, 3, 6, 11 have fallen below the mark they 
should have achieved if the Lowe figures had 
worked out. Nos. 4, 12, 9, 23, 16, 20, 19, 22 have 
bettered the position assigned them by the 
Australian student. (Kellsboro’ Jack, winner of 
the Grand National of 1933, is a recent addition 
to the notable winners from the strongest Ameri- 
can branch of No. 12, but he is, of course, not 
included in the above tabulations.) Two Ameri- 
can families, those of *Janus Mare No. 1 and 
*Medley Mare No. 1, respectively occupy 
eighteenth and twenty-first places on the list. 


KENTUCKY SALE COMPANY MOVES. 


Kenner Walker and William J. Treacy, who 
compose the Kentucky Sale Company, announced 
last week that they have leased from the es- 
tate of S. T. Harbison the Tattersalls stables, 
comprising more than 200 stalls, located be- 
tween South Broadway and the Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ Association track in Lexing- 
ton, and that the company’s offices have been 
moved from the Johns Building to the sales 
barn. About 150 stalls have been, or will be, 
rented for the use of Thoroughbreds during the 
Lexington spring meeting.

AMERICAN TURF ASSOCIATION 


S a result of the annual meeting of its stock- 

holders held on Monday, April 3, in its of- 
fices at 25 East Congress Street, Chicago, IIl., the 
American Turf Association has its old officers; 
a larger and changed board of directors; an in- 
creased executive committee, and some new poli- 
cies. The dissenters, who created the Stock- 
holders’ Protective Committee at Louisville, were 
unable, as was related in THE BLOOD-HORSE last 
week, to change the control of the company, per- 
haps because of the purchase for the company 
by the Winn group of the 85,966 shares held by 
A. M. Anderson, receiver of the defunct National 
Bank of Kentucky, which had been pledged to 
the Stone group. The retirement of those 85,966 
shares left outstanding and eligible to vote 396,- 
332 shares of which 324,464 shares were repre- 
sented at the meeting by owners or by proxies. 

Prior to the meeting there had been numerous 
conferences attended by representatives of both 
the Winn and the Stone groups, so that when the 
meeting was opened there was a good under- 
standing between the two. 

The board of directors was increased from 11 
to 17. Messrs. James C. Stone, of Louisville, for- 
mer chairman of the Federal Farm Board, and 
Marshall Field, of Chicago, New York and Lon- 
don, who were members of the board, were 
dropped. Messrs. J. N. Camden, of Versailles, 
Ky.; Henning Chambers, of Louisville, Ky.; John 
T. Connery, of Chicago; Maurice L. Galvin, of 
Covington, Ky.; A. B. Hancock, of Paris, Ky.; 
C. Bruce Head, of Louisville; Lawrence Jones, 
of Louisville; Stuyvesant Peabody, of Chicago; 
and Col. M. J. Winn, of Chicago, were re-elected. 

Eight new directors were elected as follows: 
Walter H. Girdler, Sam H. Stone, Donald McDon- 
ald, Jr., and Henry O. Gray, all of Louisville (the 
first named three of whom had signed the letter 
of March 20 sent out by the Stockholders’ Pro- 
tective Committee); Edward J. Hughes, Secre- 
tary of State, Springfield, Ill.; Bruce A. Campbell, 
East St. Louis, Ill.; Charles S. Ellis and Charles 
W. Bidwill, both of Chicago. 

Officers re-elected are Col. M. J. Winn, presi- 
dent; Stuyvesant Peabody, vice-president; John- 
son N. Camden, chairman of the board of direc- 
tors; Maurice L. Galvin, secretary-treasurer and 
general counsel. The new Executive Committee 
is composed of Messrs. Winn, Camden, Galvin, 
Chambers, Stone and Girdler, the last named two 
being new members thereon. 

As soon as the election of officers was com- 
pleted the following statement was dictated, 
signed by President Winn, given to the press and 
ordered to be mailed to each shareholder: 


Chicago, Ill., April 3, 1933. 


TO THE STOCKHOLDERS, AMERICAN TURF ASSO- 
CIATION: 


The American Turf Association had on March 1, 1933, 
issued and outstanding 482,298 shares of its common 
capital stock, each share of the par value of $25. The 
book value of the shares on that date was $25 per 
share. A. M. Anderson, receiver of the National Bank 
of Kentuckv, held 70,700 shares, as owner, and 15,266 
shares as pledge. 

Your executive committee has tried for more than a 
year to purchase the shares, believing it would be for 
the best interest of the company and all of its stock- 
holders, for the company to become their owner, and 
the stock was finally purchased on March 24, 1933; the 
ae enon being approved by the Honorable A. M. J. 

ochran, judge of the United States District Court, 
for the astern District of Kentucky, and by the 
Comptroller of Currency of the United States. 

Seventy thousand seven hundred (70,700) of these 


shares were bought outright and 15,266 shares are to 
be delivered when, as and if the receiver, aforesaid, 


acquires title thereto. The price paid, and to be paid, 
was eight dollars ($8.00) per share; 50 per cent in cash, 
the balance in two equal installments on December 31, 
1933, and December 31, 1934, respectively; the interest 
on the deferred payments being at the rate of 4%, per 
cent per annum; the deferred payments to be secured 
by a pledge to A. M. Anderson, receiver of the stock 
purchased, and a to him on _ the real estate 
of the Lincoln Fields Jockey Club in Will County, Illi- 
nois. The initial payment of 50 per cent has been made 
and the stock purchased thereby goes into the treasury 
of the American Turf Association for the benefit of all 
of the stockholders, and, if and when cancelled, will 
reduce the capital stock by the amount of 85,966 shares, 
leaving outstanding 396,332. 

The collapse of general business of the country in 
the fall of 1929 and the continual decrease in business 
since that time has seriously affected this company, the 
business of which materially decreased in 1930, 1931 
and 1932. 

The loss of business in 1931 and 1932 was much larger 
than in 1930, being in 1931 and 1932, as compared with 
1930 a decrease of 40 per cent. This falling off was 
met by a decrease in operating expenses for these 
years of approximately 31 per cent, making a _ total 
reduction in operating expenses for the years 1931 and 
1932, compared with the year 1930, of $1,297,738.00. 

The salaries of all executive officers were reduced 
40 per cent in 1932 and reductions of all other salaries 
and expenses were made in smaller percentages. For 
the year 1933, I recommend that reductions be made in 
all operating costs; the compensation of the executive 
officers reduced an additional 20 per cent and all other 
officers and employees will be reduced 15 per cent. 

Stakes and purses will be reduced to meet existing 
conditions. he Kentucky Racing Commission has 
changed its rule reducing the minimum amount to be 
added in stakes events from $5,000 to $2,500, and the 
stakes in Illinois will be reduced accordingly. 

No earnings were made after depreciation in 1932, 
but, nevertheless, the company increased its cash posi- 
tion. On March 1, 1932, it and its subsidiaries had in 
cash $429,464; on March 1, 1933, it and its subsidiaries 
had in cash and government securities $535,195. 

The money used to acquire the stock from A. M. An- 
derson, receiver, was taken from the reserve set aside 
for depreciation. This reserve could not be used to 
pay dividends to stockholders, but was onlv available 
for making investments, and the board of directors 
believed that the purchase of shares of the company 
was the best and safest investment that could be made. 

Before the purchase of this stock, at the beginning 
of the fiscal year, March 1, 1933, your company and _ its 
subsidiaries were entirely out of debt, and on that day, 
had in cash, government securities and other quick 
assets $617,263. It has in addition to the above, on 
deposit in suspended banks in Kentucky, $55,180, and 
in Illinois $3,200, a total of $58,380. It is believed that 
a portion of this will be recovered. 

n addition to the assets above mentioned, the com- 
pany owns the following properties:

OHIO. 


Y a vote of 86 to 37, the House of Repre- 

sentatives of the Ohio Legislature, in session 
at Columbus, on Tuesday, March 28, adopted the 
Emmons-Polen-Carney-Eirick bill creating a 
State Racing Commission and legalizing pari- 
mutuel betting. The bill had previously passed 
the Senate. It was delivered to Governor George 
White and information from Ohio’s capitol is to 
the effect that it will receive his signature. The 
measure does not carry an emergency clause and 
so will become effective 90 days after it re- 
ceives the Governor’s signature. The State 
Racing Commission of three members to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor is created. No more 
than two members can be affiliated with the 
same political party. The chairman is to receive 
$3,600 a year and expenses and each of the other 
two members $2,500 a year. The secretary is to 
be appointed by the Commission and is to have 
an annual salary of $2,500. Racing is to be only 
between April 1 and October 1 and dates are to 
be so allotted as to not interfere with state and 
county fairs. Only one meeting may be con- 
ducted within any county at the same time. 
Racing at mile tracks is limited to two meetings 
of a total of 44 days annually, and at tracks of 
less than a mile two meetings of a total of 88 
days each year can be held. 

The bill provides that 10 per cent commission 
can be taken from the pari-mutuel pools by the 
racing companies. The state’s portion of this 
“take” will be 1 per cent of the first $10,000 of 
turnover, 1% per cent of all over $10,000 up to 
$50,000 and two per cent of all over $50,000 
turnover. 

The measure does not legalize betting on dog 
races. A separate measure proposing that has 
been introduced by Senator W. E. Handley, of 
Hamilton. Its chances are said to be slim. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Governor John G. Winant, of New Hampshire, 
did not sign the bill legalizing pari-mutuel bet- 
ting in that state as it was reported he would. 
Neither did he veto the measure, electing to let 
it become a law without signature, which it did 
on April 3. The bill was primarily passed to 
permit racing at Rockingham Park, Salem, but 
it also permits pari-mutuel betting at fairs. An- 
nouncement of definite plans and the dates for 


the Rockingham Park meeting may soon be ex- 
pected. 


NEW YORK. 


The latest information from Albany is to the 
effect that the bill sponsored by Senator James 
J. Crawford, Democrat, of Brooklyn, has been 
approved by the racing interests as the most 
acceptable measure yet presented by the law- 
makers in New York. An effort is being made 
to have the bill reported out of the Senate 
Finance Committee, of which Senator Jeremiah 
F. Twomey, Democrat, of Kings County, is 
chairman. It is said that all other bills affecting 
the operation of race tracks in New York state 
are virtually dead in various assembly com- 
mittees, and all efforts are now being centered 
toward passage of the Crawford bill. 

Assemblyman Breitenbach’s resolution pro- 
posing an amendment to New York State’s con- 
stitution to legalize pari-mutuel betting was re- 
ported favorably by the Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittee on March 28. The resolution now is in 
the hands of the Rules Committee. The vote by 
which the measure was reported stood 9 to 6 
and carried a request for favorable action. 


DELAWARE. 


The House of Representatives of the Delaware 
Legislature at Dover, on March 30, passed the 
bill amending the constitution to permit betting 
on horse races. The bill provides for the use of 
totalisators. It must be passed by two successive 
legislatures. 

A bill passed by the Legislature to legalize the 
control of horse racing in Delaware, but prohibit- 
ing betting, was not signed by Governor Buck, 
but on April 3 automatically became a law. A 
commission of three members to govern racing 
is now to be appointed by Governor Buck. The 
commissioners are to be paid $1 a year each. 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Woolwine-Moloney bill, which passed the 
California Assembly and was referred to the 
Senate Committee on Taxation and Revenue, is 
now before the Senate at Sacramento for action. 
The committee, on March 29, voted 8 to 2 to 
send the bill to the Senate without recommenda- 
tion. 


MISSOURI. 

Senator Carroll Wisdom’s bill legalizing pari- 
mutuel pooling at Missouri race courses, met 
its second defeat in the House of Representatives 
at Jefferson City, March 29, the vote being 65 
for and 62 against, 76 votes being necessary to 
adopt it. The bill had passed the Senate March 
13 and had been defeated in the House March 
16. The following day on motion to reconsider, 
the measure was again put on the calendar. 
As one observer expressed it, “the yokels had 
the decision.” 

FLORIDA. 

Under the existing law, racing in Florida can 
be only on the dates December 1 to April 1, 
inclusive. It was announced at Miami last week 
by Walter Donovan, secretary, that the State 
Racing Commission would recommend to the 
Legislature when it meets at Tallahassee that 
the period be changed to December 15 to April 
15. The success of the Tropical Park meeting 
this year has caused the Commission to reach 
the conclusion that racing can be profitably con- 
ducted through the first two weeks in April. 
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WESTERN 

OPENING AT TANFORAN. 

ITH its “options” wagering system geared 

for the depression, the Pacific Coast Breed- 
ers’ Association opened its spring meeting of 30 
or more days at Tanforan Thursday, March 30, 
three days before the close at Agua Caliente. 
For the first time since Joseph A. Murphy in- 
augurated his options in California, the public 
was able to purchase $2 tickets and to wager 
not only straight and place but show, through the 
legally pasgable medium of preferred, second and 
third options. A new rule in effect with regard 
to the options is that, in order to claim a horse, 
preferred claims must be filed within one minute 
after the running of the race. Secondary options 
must be used within two minutes, third options 
in three minutes. The new arrangement appears 
to be popular with the public. About 12,000 were 
in the opening day crowd. 

No stakes are on the Tanforan program. 
Purses are mostly $500, with the feature races 
sometimes $800 or $1,000. The first $1,000 race 
of the meeting was the Bay Bridge Claiming 
Handicap, mile and 70 yards, run last Saturday, 
April 1, and won by the Pasadena Stable’s Joe 
Flores. Eight races are run daily. The manage- 
ment announced Monday of this week that racing 
would not be discontinued on Tuesday, April 4, 
the opening day of the Pacific Coast Baseball 
League, as has been done in the past. The gen- 
eral manager, Ralph MacArthur, announced, 
however, that there will be no racing at Tanforan 
on Good Friday, April 14. On that date the only 
meeting in the country. will be at Lexington. 

Agua Caliente’s 78 days of racing ended Sun- 
day, April 2, with a 14-race program featured 
by the Agua Caliente Handicap. The Agua 
Caliente Jockey Club’s effort to regain public 
confidence has not been without difficulties, 
brought about mostly by the country’s shortage 
of money, and the result of Joseph M. Schenck’s 
experiment is not yet generally known. 


AGUA CALIENTE HANDICAP. 

The fourth Agua Caliente Handicap ($25,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1144 miles), run Sun- 
day, April 2, closing day at the Mexican track, 
was a one-horse race. Norman W. Church’s Ken- 
tucky-bred Gallant Sir, which has been a short- 
priced favorite ever since the future-book wager- 
ing on the race began, galloped in a length ahead 
of A. A. Baroni’s Waylayer (114), with Abra- 
ham Bartelstein’s Lemon Hills (103) third, two 
and a half lengths farther back, and the Meadow- 
brook Farm Stable’s 3-year-old filly Loversall 
(96) fourth, another six lengths back. Behind 
these the order of finish was Bahamas (118), 
Wirt G. Bowman (108), Satin Spar (105), The 
Nut (113), Whizz James (115), nine in all.

shots that might beat him. The event proved an 
exhibition rather than a race. Gallant Sir was 
not extended at any time. Carrying top weight 
of 124 pounds, five less than Phar Lap carried 
last year when he reduced the track record to 
2:02 4-5, the big son of *Sir Gallahad III cut a 
fifth of a second off that record. 

The running was devoid of such thrills as 
marked Phar Lap’s victory last year. Starter 
Harry Morrissey, who had made the trip from 
Tanforan to start the race, got the nine entries 
away well. Whizz James, coupled with Gallant 
Sir in the N. W. Church entry, attempted to set 
the early pace while George Woolf rated the big 
lop-eared colt in the middle of the field. Whizz 
James could not long keep up the pace he was 
making, and he yielded to Bahamas early in the 
backstretch run. As they swung into the second 
turn Jockey George Woolf made his move with 
Gallant Sir. The Church colt went to the lead 
at once as Bahamas began dropping back, and 
through the last quarter maintained a lead of 
about a length over the hard-driven Waylayer. 
Gallant Sir had been under stout restraint early 
in the race and did not appear extended as he 
led Waylayer through the last two furlongs. 
Waylayer had been close up from the beginning 
of the race and made a game try in the stretch 
but was simply outclassed.

The handicap victory brought Gallant Sir'’s 
earnings up to $76,220.

He had little success as a 2-year-old, his best ef- 
fort being second place in the Helpful Stakes, but 
at three, after early season injuries which kept 
him out of a number of important stakes, he fin- 
ished second in Laurel Stakes and Havre de 
Grace Cup Handicap and wound up the fall sea- 
son by winning the Latonia Championship. He

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has not been defeated since the Championship, 
and now has a record of seven consecutive vic- 
tories. 


WASHINGTON. 

Chairman Edward Brown of the Washington 
State Racing Commission has announced adop- 
tion of rules of racing. The rules were drawn out 
of those in use in New York, Kentucky, Mary- 
land and Florida. Chairman Brown further an- 
nounced that licenses for tracks at Spokane, 
Vancouver, Tacoma and Seattle would shortly be 
granted and that meetings are expected to be 
held during the summer. The first meeting may 
be at Vancouver in June. 


OREGON RACING COMMISSION. 

Governor Julius L. Meier has named the Ore- 
gon State Racing Commission: T. B. Wilcox, 
Portland, and J. N. McFadden, Corvallis, 6-year 
terms; Harry Collins, Pendleton, and W. F. 
Turner, Portland, 4-year terms; F. S. Legrow, 
Athena, 2-year term. The Commission was re- 
quested by the Governor to meet without delay, 
organize, select a secretary and prepare for 
operation. 


RIVERSIDE PARK DATES. 

At San Francisco, Monday of this week, 
William P. Kyne, general manager of the River- 
side Park track at Kansas City, Mo., announced 
that the spring meeting at that track would 
open Saturday, May 27 and extend 34 days or 
more. The “donation” system of wagering will 
be used. If the meeting extends only 34 days the 
closing date will be Wednesday, July 5. 


*PILLOW FIGHT. 

If D. J. Davis and his trainer, Cuthbert Morse, 
counted the Agua Caliente as the chief objective 
of *Pillow Fight’s voyage from New Zealand, 
they may set the venture down as a failure. The 
son of Night Raid did not even start in the big 
stakes race of the Lower California meeting. 
Reason for the decision not to run him for the 
big prize was his failure in an overnight handi- 
cap at 1 1-16 miles Wednesday, March 29, four 
days before the Agua Caliente Handicap. Carry- 
ing top weight of 11814 pounds (31% pounds over- 
weight) and made favorite at 6 to 5, he finished 
fifth to Loversall, 3-year-old filly carrying 105 
pounds, Satin Spar (103), Mad Pursuit (100) and 
Rasper (94). He was ridden, for the first time 
in America, by the Australian jockey D. Farrell, 
who restrained him to the stretch, then got no 
response. He will get a rest, put on weight. “I 
have not lost faith in him,” says his trainer.

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KENTUCKY 


LEXINGTON. 
| i appears that everything will be ready for the 
opening of the Kentucky racing season at 
Lexington on Saturday, April 8, except the 
horses. Rainfall has occurred almost daily 
throughout the latter half of March, and Tues- 
day of this week was the first day in six without 
precipitation. The track, on Tuesday morning, 
was at its worst. The main course had washed 
out in several places along the back stretch and 
the “dogs” had been placed next to the rail to 
prevent horses from galloping there and causing 
further damage. The turns on both the mile 
course and the inner sand track were in such bad 
condifion in places as to provide real hazards for 
horses training over them. The result of the 
continued bad weather and bad track has been 
that virtually none of the horses wintered in 
Kentucky will be ready to show their best efforts 
when the meeting opens. Most of the wagering, 
during the early days of the meeting, at least, 
will be on the horses which have recently ar- 
rived from New Orleans and Miami. It will be 
a distinct upset if the winter-raced horses do not 
earry off the major portion of the money dis- 
tributed at Lexington. More horses are in the 
city than for any previous meeting in the history 
of the track, in all probability. More than 600 
horses will be stabled at the Kentucky Associa- 
tion grounds and perhaps half that number at 
the Fair Grounds, not to mention a good many 
others which will be vanned in from nearby 
farms for their races. The Fair Grounds track 
is being used for running horses this spring by 
courtesy of the Kentucky Trotting Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association. The use of the Trotting track 
is in the nature of a return for the Kentucky As- 
sociation’s courtesy in allowing the K. T. H. B. 
A. to use the running track for its Grand Circuit 
meetings of last fall and next fall. Runners are 
allowed on the main trotting track each morning 
until 9:30 o’clock, after which the harness horse- 
men have the course for the remainder of the 
day. Rains, however, have kept both runners 
and trotters on the inner sand track recently. 


THOROUGHBRED CLUB. 

A feature of the opening day of the Lexington 
races will be the meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America in the director’s room of the 
Kentucky Association offices. The luncheon will 
be held promptly at 12 o’clock so as to be finished 
in time for the first race. A dinner of burgoo, 
greens and hog jowl, etc., will be served by 
James T. Looney, Lexington’s “burgoo king.” 
A number of invitations are being mailed out to 
men prominent in Kentucky racing, and a total 
attendance of about 50 persons is expected. 
President Thomas Piatt will preside. 


TRANTER OPTIMISTIC. 

On his way back from his winter home at Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., E. J. Tranter, president of the 
Fasig-Tipton Co., stopped off in Lexington for 
a week, departing for his home in New York 
last Saturday. While here Mr. Tranter visited 
a number of the breeding establishments from 
which he annually receives consignments of 
yearlings to the August sales of his company at 
Saratoga and from which he also receives con- 
signments to his Lexington Sales Paddock. As 
he was about to leave Lexington he said: 

“I believe the offerings at Saratoga in 1933 will 
be fewer, but better, than in former years. I 


have seen numerous crops this week, and I think 
they are reflective of the elimination programs 
which have been adopted and followed on Ken- 
tucky farms. At each place visited I was shown 
the yearling crop and was advised about those 
intended for Saratoga and those not considered 
good enough for that discriminative market. 
Buyers at Saratoga this year can take it from 
me that they are going to be offered the cream 
of the crops of my Kentucky consigners and 
that the weedy ones will not be sent. I am, 
therefore, confident that the average at Sara- 
toga in August will be far better than in 1932, 
I think, too, that by August industrial and finan- 
cial conditions throughout America will be much 
better than since 1930. The legalization of bet- 
ting at courses in a number of states, including 
Ohio and New Hampshire, and perhaps some 
others, including Michigan and the expected re- 
lief for New York tracks, will be a big help 
toward the creation of a market for Thorough- 
breds of all ages. The picture to me is more 
pleasant than in many months.” 


GOOD ADVICE. 


Roy Carruthers, week-ending in Kentucky, re- 
turned to Chicago Monday night, remarking, as 
he departed: “A man who has grass is looking 
out the window, absent-minded or something of 
the sort, if he hasn’t some Thoroughbreds on 
that grass. The man who has cash could wisely 
invest in Thoroughbred horses and arrange with 
a man who has grass to keep them for him. 
Take it from me, Thoroughbred horses are as 
cheap today as they will be until the next de- 
pression, and that’s something to think about 
when it gets here. My advice: Buy Thoroughbred 
horses.” 


GARDNER ENGAGES HAUGHTON. 


Herbert P. Gardner, of Amsterdam, N. Y., 
breeder and owner of the Kentucky Derby win- 
ner, Clyde Van Dusen, the good mare Betty Derr 
and a number of other winners over his long 
connection with the Turf, was in Lexington last 
week-end and arranged with Edward Haughton 
to train his horses, which have been turned over 
to him by Clyde Van Dusen, who is continuing to 
train Charles T. Fisher’s Dixiana horses. In 
making his training arrangement with Mr. Fisher 
last season, Mr. Van Dusen provided that he 
would be permitted to continue to handle Mr. 
Gardner’s horses for that period, but if and when 
the contract was renewed, it was agreed that 
Mr. Gardner’s string would not be included. The 
breeding stock Mr. Gardner had at Mr. Van 
Dusen’s Few Acres Farm, near Lexington, will 
be transferred to Mr. Haughton’s Spring Lake 
Farm, near Lexington. 


FISHER VISITS DIXIANA. 

Charles T. Fisher, owner of Dixiana, Lexing- 
ton, came from his home in Detroit for the week- 
end and had a meeting with Manager Ross Long 
and Trainer Clyde Van Dusen at which plans 
for racing this year were mapped out. Mr. 
Fisher left for Detroit Monday. 


TOLLIE YOUNG’S HOME BURNS. 

Fire destroyed the two-story frame residence 
of Tollie Young, at his Creekview Farm early in 
the afternoon of Tuesday, March 28. Mr. Young, 
who for several years has been breeding Thor- 
oughbreds for the market in partnership with 
the Swingalong Stud, estimated the loss at 
$10,000 or $12,000, only about half covered by 
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insurance. A defective flue was blamed for the 
blaze, which had reduced the building to embers, 
by the time the fire department arrived from 
Paris, four miles away. Mr. Young and his fam- 
ily have taken a house in Paris, and have not yet 
made plans for rebuilding. 


BURGOO KING FOR TICK ON. 


E. R. Bradley’s Tick On, after having had 
several weeks of training between the shafts of 
Hunter C. Moody’s sulky at the Kentucky Trot- 
ting Horse Breeders’ Association track, has 
been returned to Idle Hour Farm and added to 
the stable which H. J. (Dick) Thompson is 
training there. In Tick On’s stead Mr. Moody is 
now training the badly lamed Burgoo King, win- 
ner of last year’s Kentucky Derby and Preakness.

KING GEORGE’S NEWBURY CUP. 


([MELIGHT, 4-year-old brown colt by Pharos 

—Vervaine, by Louviers, carried the royal 
colors to victory in the Newbury Spring Cup at 
Newbury last Saturday, April 1, while King 
George looked on. Solenoid, owned by Mrs. C. 
L. Mackean, was second and Johy A. Demar’s 
Fonab third. The winner’s starting price was 
6 to 1. 

An American victory was scored in the Leam- 
ington Handicap Plate, 1% miles, at Warwick 
March 28, when Mrs. Chester Beatty’s Pinnacle, 
5-year-old bay horse by Gainsborough—Altiscope, 
by Sunstar, won over 18 others. Among the 
also-rans were John Hay Whitney’s Jericho and 
Frederick O. Bezner’s Lord Marcus. 


FLOURISHING IN INDIA. 


Capt. Jock Crawford, a director of the British 
Bloodstock Agency, is back in London after a 
visit to India. He says the Turf is flourishing in 
India and that he came home with a good num- 
ber of commissions to execute for next season. 
The In¢ .n racing season closed at Bombay 
at the end of February. It will open again 
at Poona, about 80 miles from Bombay, in 
July. The best horse in India is the French- 
bred Sans Ame, 1928, by Samourai (Alcantara 
II—Sans Tache, by Sans Souci II), out of Santoi, 
by Sans le Sou—-Dora Agnes, by Roi Herode— 
D’Amour, by Raconteur (half-brother to *Topi- 
ary, dam of Tracery). Sans Ame was bred by 
Edouard Esmond, who is still his owner. He 
landed in India about three months before he ran 
his first race there on December 3. Despite the 
fact that he had a bad voyage, he won. His five 
successes during the season were: Hiliard Plate, 
December 3, Calcutta, 7 furlongs, about $2,500; 
King Emperor’s Cup, December 17, Calcutta, 1

mile, about $13,300; Viceroy’s Cup, December 26, 
Calcutta, 1% miles, about $13,300; Carmichael 
Cup, January 7, Calcutta, 1144 miles, about $4,150; 
Elipse Stakes, January 28, Bombay, 144 miles, 
about $12,900, a total of $46,550, present rate of 
exchange. 


“CUTTING” PLATES. 

In Australia there is a rule forbidding the use 
of “cutting” plates on horses, but lately some 
lacerated legs have indicated that it is not 
honored. The authorities have accordingly be- 
come more alert. “Any sort of a plate, and even 
a barefooted horse,’ comments The Referee 
(Sydney), “can inflict cuts on other runners, but 
the plate sharpened to a dangerous point can 
cripple a horse struck with it.”’ How well we 
know that in America, and where’s the rule for- 
bidding the used of toes and caulks? 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Steve Donoghue has returned to England after 
a holiday in Portugal. 

The President of the French Republic recently 
signed a decree permitting totalisator betting on 
greyhound races in France for the first time. 

The government-operated National Stud at 
Tully, County Kildare, Ireland, operated at a loss 
during 1930 and 1931, according to a recent re- 
port. 

J. J. Murphy, statistician for the Bloodstock 
Breeders’ Association of Ireland, estimates that 
horses bred in Ireland won nearly half a million 
pounds sterling in 23 countries last year. 

April the Fifth, last year’s Derby winner, ap- 
pears to have recovered from his leg trouble. 
His owner, Tom Walls, hopes to win the Corona- 
tion and Ascot Gold Cups with him this year. 

The betting turnover for trotting and racing 
meetings in New Zealand last year was £568,930, 
a drop of about 9% per cent from the previous 
year. New Zealand tracks have only recently 
begun to use the “win and place system” of 
totalisator betting, in which, as in America, 
there are separate pools for win and place 
wagers. Bettors at first were “shy” of the new 
system, but as they understood it better it gave 
promise of becoming popular. 

Myrobella is the sixth filly to have been 
placed at the head of Free Handicap in England 
since 1915. The others were Fifinella( winner 
of the substitutes for the Derby and Oaks), 
Golden Corn (failed to train on successfully), 
Mumtaz Mabel (failed in the One Thousand 
Guineas and was deficient in stamina), Saucy 
Sue (victorious in One Thousand Guineas and 
Oaks), and Tiffin (unbeaten, though her long- 
est race was at a mile). Prior to 1915, there 
had not been a filly at the head of the Free 
Handicap since the wonderful Pretty Polly in 
1903. 

The late Lord Wavertree, who depended to 
some extent on horoscopes to determine how to 
mate his horses, was responsible for the Aga 
Khan’s entry into European racing, according 
to a recent letter written by the Moslem poten- 
tate to Hotspur of the Daily Telegraph (London). 
“To the last,” wrote the Aga Khan, “I never 
took an important decision without asking his 
opinion.” Lord Wavertree, a very successful 


breeder, always worked out the horoscopes of 
his horses from the date, hour and minute of 
foaling. We know also of an American breeder 
who believes a horse’s horoscope should be con- 
sidered in selecting a mate for it.

STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF *LIGHT BRIGADE. 
“c“ N Saturday last, *Light Brigade, which up 
to that time had been very well and had 
every look of lasting indefinitely, developed a case 
of paralysis of the throat,” writes Humphrey S. 
Finney, stud manager at S. W. Labrot’s Holly 
Beach Farm, Maryland. “It was impossible to get 
feed or water into him and he was today (March 
29) destroyed humanely by Dr. H. A. Meisner, 
of Towson, Md. 

“*Light Brigade had been bred to five mares 
this season and appeared to be full of vigor. 
He had been bred to T. W. Durant’s Thessaly, 
by Plaudit; William Henderson’s Nobility, by 
*Nassovian; T. M. Bowen’s Dum Dum, by Cap- 
tain Jack; and S. W. Labrot’s Mary Hume, by 
Sporting Blood, and Tuckahoe, by *Sir Grey- 
steel. 

“Foals by *Light Brigade at Holly Beach 
Stud are a good, big, rangy chestnut colt out 
of Magothy, by *Sir Greysteel, and a smaller, 
finer chestnut filly out of *Scheherazade, by 
Chief Lally, which belongs to Mrs. Dean Bed- 
ford of New York. Foals are expected from *La 
Muiron (dam of Tred Avon and Monel), by *Dur- 
bar II; Dinah Did Upset, by Upset; *Annie Ken- 
dal, by Tredennis; and *Calne Lady, by Friar 
Marcus. These mares all are owned by S. W. 
Labrot. John E. Washburn’s *Martre II, by 
Marten, is also at the stud in foal to *Light 
Bridage. 

“In the season of 1932, his first at Holly 
Beach, *Light Brigade covered 14 Thoroughbred 
mares and left nine of them in foal, a very fair 
performance. He has been totally blind all the 
time he was in Maryland. He has been buried 
under the shade of some locust trees hard by 
the paddock where he spent his final days.” 

*Light Brigade was a brown horse, foaled in 
1910, by Picton—Bridge of Sighs,.by Isinglass, 
bred in Engand by Lord Derby. He raced for 
three seasons, won 16 of his 27 races and was 
six times second. The North Derby and Atlantic 
Stakes were the most valuable races won by him. 
His Turf winnings were $57,220. He broke down 
in the fall of his 4-year-old season. 

After making two seasons in the stud at New- 
market, he was purchased by former Senator 
Johnson N. Camden and brought to his Hartland 
Stud at Versailles, Ky., where he achieved notable 
success as a sire. In May, 1931, when he was 
21 years old and quite blind, he was offered at 
auction at Senator Camden’s dispersal sale and 
was purchased for $7,500 by S. W. Labrot, who 
moved him to his Holly Beach Farm in Maryland, 

*Light Brigade’s fame as a sire rests largely 
on the success of his daughters, such as Rose of 
Sharon ($64,069), Rothermel ($82,270), Fair 
Phantom ($91,233), Oh Susanna ($46,967), 
Easter Stockings, Gentility, Dark Phantom, etc. 
Among his sons were Hydromel, winner of the 
American Derby, etc., and Dr. Freeland, winner 
of the Preakness. Others among his best progeny 
were Essare, Crack Brigade, Rangoon, Marche 
Militaire, Kitty Pat, Pas Seul, Culloden, Barley- 
corn, Fallacy, Light Mint, Tangara, Brigadier 
General, Lieut. Colonel, Graeme, Labrador and 
Devon. 

Since 1920, when his first produce appeared 
on American tracks, up to and including Decem- 
ber 31, 1932, his get have won 1,342 races and 
$1,849,757 in North America. In England the 
foals he got in his two seasons in the stud there 
won 27 races and £5,779 ($28,895). He has also 


had winners in France, Belgium, South Africa, 
Brazil and Spain. His daughters are highly 
prized as broodmares and have produced, among 
other stakes winners, Kerry Patch, Neddie, 
Brown Wisdom and Brown Wizard. 

He made his first appearance on the list of 
leading sires in 1921, when he was thirteenth. 
in 1924 he was eighth; in 1925, seventh; 1926, 
seventh; 1927, fifth; 1928, ninth; 1929 (when Rose 
of Sharon, Dr. Freeland and Essare were 3-year- 
olds), third; 1930, seventeenth; 1931, seventh. 


AT BUCK POND FARM. 

Major Thomas C. McDowell has removed all 
his Thoroughbreds from Ashland, the Henry 
Clay homestead in the environs of Lexington, to 
his famous Buck Pond Farm in Woodford County, 
near Versailles.. He has reduced his stud to 16 
mares and has booked the entire 16 to C. V. 
Whitney Farm stallions for the season of 1933. 
The Manager is the only stallion at Buck Pond, 
but he is not in service. He is a pensioner. Major 
McDowell's yearlings number 13. They are all to 
be sold at Saratoga with the Fasig-Tipton Co. 
in August. Courtney Matthews, who has long 
been in charge of Major McDowell’s mares and 
youngsters, has these yearlings in splendid shape. 
The nine fillies are running in the large front 
pasture and the four colts have a range of about 
one-half the size on the back of the place. They 
look about as well as any yearlings to be seen 
in Kentucky at this time of the year.

HE most successful season of racing ever 
to held in Florida ended last Saturday, April 1, 

: with a charity day at Tropical Park. The end

agement wanted to, for the public appeared 
eager for more of the sport than the 63 days of 
the Florida season had furnished. From the point 
of view of profit and loss, the Tropical Park 
session was superior to that at Hialeah Park, 
whose promoters lost between $60,000 and 
$70,000, according to report. Frank Bruen, gen- 
eral manager at Tropical Park, appears to have 
earned a good profit for his employers, of which 
William V. Dwyer is the chief. The play at 
Tropical Park was detailed by days in a state- 
ment issued by the management Saturday, April 
1, for the first 17 days of the 18-day meeting:

The daily average turnover of $139,078 repre- 
sents an increase of $24,732, or 21.6 per cent, 
over the $114,346 daily average of last season’s 
18 days of racing at Tropical. The average for 
the last five days of this year’s meeting, not in- 
cluding the eighteenth day, a charity offering, 
was $155,567, a further indication that’ the 
legislature may see fit to extend the legal racing 
season into mid-April, since the best days of 
the meeting were at the end. Unofficial estimates 
place the management’s profit at $50,000. 

Adverse weather conditions militated against 
the charity program which closed the meeting 
on April 1, the eighteenth day of sport at 
Tropical Park, but at that a crowd estimated as 
high as 10,000 was on hand. The mutuel play 
for the charity day was not available as THE 
BLOOD-HORSE went to press, but was approxi- 
mately $177,000. 

Tropical Park had no rich stakes, but its 
purses were a boon to many horsemen. Racing 
Secretary Hugh D. Monroe issued figures on 
April 1 for the first 17 days of the meeting in 
which he stated that 149 of the 165 owners 
registered had earned some of the purse money;

He adds: “’Tis done in Maryland, where 
each of the four major courses had two charity 
days last season and received a similar allot- 
ment during 1933.”

ARGENTINA’S SADDLE STAR. 

An Associated Press story recently carried a 
summary of the career of Ireneo Leguisamo, a 
Uruguayan rider in Argentina. He began riding 
at Buenos Aires in 1922, since when he has rid- 
den 2,980 horses, winning with 887, or 29.7 per 
cent, of them. His earnings during the last 10 
years amounted to $365,000 in commissions on 
money won by his mounts. The commission, it is 
explained, “represents 5 per cent of the prize 
money plus another 5 per cent invariably given to 
the jockey by the owner of the winning horse. It 
does not include generous gifts from the owners 
of race winners, which probably amount to an- 
other $100,000 or more.” The values given are 
in United States dollars at actual exchange rates. 
In 1930, his biggest year, he rode the winners of 
$527,600 and “twice set world records [ ?]—one 
day by booting in six winners on an afternoon 
card, and 10 weeks later by riding in every one 
of eight races, winning seven and placing 
second in the other.” At his burglar-proof villa 
outside Buenos Aires he keeps flowers, pedigreed 
dogs and songbirds, but no horses. Recently po- 
lice foiled a plot to kidnap him.
